ROASTED ALIVE. 


Ib « F ather and Young Daug ti>r Alone 
Escape—T errib le Struggle of il» e Dev oted 
Girl to Prev ent the Frenzied Man frem

and fL'hlldreu. 


H uhon, Dak., Dec. 12.—A terrib le tragedy 
occurred fourteen miles from W easing ton, 
this county, late Saturday night. 
Wessing- 
ton is a small town of perhaps 300 people, 
located on the Chicago & Northwestern road, 
fourteen miles west of \V oolsey and ab out 
thirty miles west of Huron, and is in the 
center of a v ery rich farm ing district, set­ 
tled b y thrifty agriculturists, 
Among these 
was Michael Harris, who located fourteen 
miles north of the town sev eral years ago, 
and b y diligent lab or has improv ed his farm 
until it has b ecome v ery v aluab le, and he had 
come to b e looke 1 upou as one of the well- 
to-do settlers. 
Mr. H arris’ family consisted 
of himself, wife and sev en children, the eld­ 
est of whom was a girl aged 15 years.

The family retired, leav ­

and b ab y, a few months old 
Ho sprang 
from the b ed and attem pted to rouse his wife, 
who was prob ab ly unconscious, and after 
dragging her from the b ed lie was so ov er­ 
come b y the smoke that he fell to the llodr, 
and, in a half dead condition, mad- his way 
through the kitchen and into the yard, where 
he iell unconscious in the snow. 
The oldest daughter, who slept: up-stairs, 
jumped from a window in her night c othea 
and found her father lying in the snow. The 
house was b y this time in flames, and the 
poor girl in her frenzy endeav ored to arouse 
her father from his stuj>or, not thinking of 
the 
unfortunate inmates of the b urning 
dwelling. When she had succeeded the flames 
had so far destroyed the luilding as to make 
it impossib le to sav e any other memb ers 
of the family.

the husb and and father essayed to dash into 
the b urning b uilding, b ut ho was prev ented 
from doing so b y his daughter, who clung to 
his legs and fought desperately against his 
doing so. 
The maddened man b oat her and 
tried to tear away, b ut the half-craz?d girl 
prev ented him from doing so, and the house 
and its sev en occupants 
were b urned to 
ashes. 
The daughter ran through the cutting 
wind and snow in her nightclothes two miles 
to the nearest neighb or and gav e tho alarm. 
When the neighb ors reached the scjiio of the 
holocaust the father was walking around the 
smoldering pile wringing his hands and call­ 
ing on the names of his dear ones. 
He was 
taken to a neighb or’s house and cared for. He 
recov ered from his excitement sufficiently to 
tell his experience. 
The daughter is nearly 
wild with grief.

tio ns so lely. 
No w the fashio n is to use 
them at brilliant banquets, tasty small 
dinners, at grand ev ening receptio ns, so* 
eiety's p« *t charity balls, tea parties.in pict­ 
ure gall« ‘i*i«*H, millio naire halls mid stud­ 
ies, in reno wned artists’ studio s, and oa 
the desks o f gro cery trade papiTs’ (Mo­ 
to rs. 
There are fo ur times as m an y 
fan­ 
cy candles so ld no w us there were tluv « 
years ago . 
The materials used in this mo dern en­ 
lightened age are mo stly wax and a co m ­ 
po sitio n o f wax. 
The tallo w dips o f o ur 
fo refathers are no w sent to So uth Amer­ 
ica, the West Indies, and a few to tin* 
so uthwest. 
ri hey, o f co urse, lo se their 
ro tundity in passing into tro pic warmths, 
and ar<* therefo re used by tlh* nativ es 
largely fo r lubricating the o uter cuticle 
<yi their bo dies, 
( ’audio s are a co mpo si­ 
tio n, in «1« tail, o f naralline, wax and 
stearic acid. 
The latter is the so lid co n­ 
stituent o l tallo w, wax is really beeswax, 
refined by sun 1 » leaching, and paraffine 
is the residuum o f petro leum fro m crude 
o il, 
\ \ ith all o ther lines the adv ance­ 
ment in the manufacture o f candles is in 
acco rd. 
The mo dern star candle o r ad­ 
amantine is a “ thing o f beauty and jo y 
fo rev er’*—o r until snuffed o ut. 
It has been fo und in the past that the 
manufacture o f the v ery finest o f fancy 
candles in this co untry do es no t pay, anil 
England, France and Germany ho ld the 
trade, but o n many o ther fancy lines the 
American manufacturers are taking it 
away fro m “ o v er the w ater.” 
Fo r up­ 
wards o f two and a quarter centuries a 
Lo ndo n ho use has had the lead abro ad as 
candle makers. 
The v ery latest styles 
are at o nce sent to this co untry, and this 
ho use has l» *en largely instrumental in 
rev o lutio nizing the business here. 
\ie n n a sends to this co untry fancy 
candles, so me o f which are peculiar, 
being made o f “ Ceresin,” also called 
“ Ozo kerite,” o r 
natural 
earth wax. 
Extra big candles are used also at Easter. 
The large candles are made to r church 
trade, but are seldo m made fancy. 
The 
lo wering o f prices in the past few years 
is also remarkable. 
Fancy candles* that 
no w co st $ G 
0 j» er gro ss co uld hardly be 
lx)ught then at the same price per do zen. 
In the co lo ring o f fancy go o ds an o r­ 
dinary white candle is used, and is gut­ 
tered alo ng the sides by machinery. 
Then the co lo red w ax is run into gutters, 
and the candle is afterward twisted by
